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A MESSAGE FROM THE NEW PRESIDENT 


At the close of the Annual Business Meeting Dr. David Wechsler, the retiring Divi- 
sional President, introduced Dr. Carl Rogers, who steps up from President-elect to be- 
come this year's President. The gist of Dr. Rogers’ remarks is contained in the follow- 
ing paragraphs. 


"It has been an exciting experience to be associated with the field of clinical 
psychology for more than twenty years. At the beginning of that period, the lonely cli- 
nician often wondered if he belonged in the psychological profession. When he looked 

at APA programs, he was sure he did not belong. It would have been hard at that time 

to convince him that by 19,9 there would be about twelve hundred members of a Clinical 
Division, that it would be the largest of any of the Divisions, and that it would be 
spearheading the development of psychology in many significant ways. It will be a plea- 
sure to continue to work with all of you during the coming year, toward the further de- 
velopment of clinical psychology. 


"I have no platform, and no specific program. I do however have a word to say to 
the membership. I hope that members of the Divisio on will recognize clearly that this 
is their Division. As we grow larger, members often feel, "The Division ought to do 
thus and so.' But it is not the Division, but you who ought to do it. The Division 
must always measure its strength by the coenensttth iniative of its members.. If you 
have suggestions for improving the Division. or plans for strengthening the profession, 
it rests upon you to take the responsibility for putting these ideas into operation. 

We are always glad to have suggestions, but we are even more pleased to have people who 
will put their shoulders to the wheel. These remarks are particularly directed to the 
new members of the Division, who might tend to hold back, thinking that Divisional poli- 
cies should be guided by older hands. To these new members as well as to the old, I 
would merely like to repeat-~I hope you will make this, in the most genuine sense, 

your Division."

DISCUSSION GROUP ON THE ROLE OF THE MEMBER IN THE FUNCTIONS AND ACTIVITIES OF THE DIVISION 
OF CLINICAL AND ABNORMAL PSYCHOLOGY. 
Chairman, Anne Roe; participants, Solomon Machover and Sol Garfield 


This group was attended by only 12 persons including the participants. The chairman 
pointed out the concern of the officers over lack of extensive membership participation 
in the organization, and the participants expanded this and offered some suggestions for 
improvement. In spite of the small size of the group, discussion was lively and fruitful. 
A good deal of dissatisfaction was expressed, and there appeared to be considerable feel- 
ing that the Division was being run by a small group. Some form of Divisional meetings in 
connection with regional psychological associations was urged and various means of increas- 
ing participation in committee work were discussed. It was decided that it was desirable 
to continue and probably to expand the Divisional meetings held last year in connection 
with the Eastern, the Midwestern and the Western Psychological Associations, and to arrange 
others when the local group requested it. 


The question of affiliation of local clinical groups with the Division was discussed. 
The general opinion was that it is not feasible at the present time, under the present 
structure, but that it would be helpful if the Newsletter of the Division would carry no- 
tices of the organization and programs of such groups, and the Office of the Secretary will 
keep a file of data on them. In accordance with this, local groups are hereby invited to 
send such information to the Secretary's Office, 


As a result of the discussion about committee participation it has been suggested to the 
Committee chairmen that they and the committee members arrange for local discussion groups 
on their particular problems. For example, the chairman can announce through the Newsletter 
or to a local society that at a given time and place he will discuss the work of his commit- 
tee with any members of the Division who are interested. It is hoped that both committee 
members and other Division members will follow this proposal, since the advantages are ob- 
vious. 
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
